The Inflation Habit 


Reports from the American Bankers Associa- 


tion have the professional operators who work 
with the country's monetary system all in agree- 
ment on one basic thing: 


The United States is not going to depend on 


deflation to cure anything which alls it. 


Starting from that point of certainty, any 


American can proceed to do his own thinking 
about the prospects of his own and the coun- 
try's future. 


First of all. when the government says it is 


against high prices, it Is hiddmg. It is not 
against high prices at all. 


This government—every government—believes 


a litfe inflation is good for the electorate, in 
the same way that a little suffering is good 
for the soul. There is only one issue. How much 
is a little? 


The trick in inflation since the beginning of 


monetary systems has been how to ease the 
money supply without running it. Anyone can 
start'inflation, given a first-class war. Anyone 
can keep it going. But keeping it from wiping 
out Ihc value of money supply would be the 
best trick of the Cristian era. No one has 
done it yet.
